the Dynamiters, 


Extraordinary Measures Taken 
Jx> 


Prevent Further.A ttempts^ _ 


Irish Papers Denouuca the Outrage in 


Vigorous Term?, 


Lo.vuox, January 31!. The west cud of 


Westminster h»U is full of wreckage, caused 
by the arpioslou. Ibe destruction of thn 
magnificent stained glass windows at the end 
of the hall is greaty lamented It is believed 
that one of the conspirators entered the ciypt 
beforelBe policemen at the entrance, and de^ 
posited the Infernal machine «t the bottom of 
the steps. The policemen removed tbe par- 
cel, which exploded, making a hole -In the 
floor throe feet In diameter, twisting the iron 
railings and smashing the iron and lead work 
ot all the windows lit the hall 
The police- 


man's hair was singed and his face was 
burned, »nrt bis clothing was torn from uls 
body by the force of the explosion. Ue Is 
still alive but there is no hope of his recovery. 


The man and woman who drove from the 


paillameut building Immediately before the 
explosion, «nd who were arrested on suspi- 
cion, have been liberated, the evidence not 
being sufficient to hold them 
The founda- 


tion of the hall is uninjured, but thefooJE Is 
badly damaged. 


The bases of the statues of William IV. and 


George iV., which were overtuined, are 
greatly Injured. 


A" Inspection of tbe parliament building 


was m»de to-day, which showed that except- 


bnautlful windows overlooking tbe 


staircase at the toutb end of Westminster 
ball, scarcely one Bias* escaped destruction. 
Thousand-lot buildings were shaken. The 
roof ot the crypt, in spite of its strength, was 
greatly damaged. 
The elaborately rarved 


oaken «•!! behind the se»ts boneitb tbe gal- 
lery nas completely throwu down, and the 
flooring ot tbe strangers' and speaker's gal-, 
lerles Is so torn up tbat it Is deemed unsafe 
to venture across. The poors' gallery suffered 
the most d»m«*e, but tbe side g»lleiy and the 
reporters' gallery were not injured. 
' 


The parcel which caused the first explosion 


was t»r«pjxjd in » brdwn cloth and *« tnu 
foot long by one foot wide. A gentleman 
complain* that the shock of the «*ploslon 
broke one of bis blood vessels.

as to tbe condition of the injured policemen, 
Cox and Cole, and a reply w-9 sent stating 
that both were profti using favorably. Tbe 
neatest Indinintion prevails throughout the 
provinces *nd the outrages were refened to 
and denounced la all tbe churches to-day.
